ELL, "when that I was a 
little tiny girl,” to paraphrase 
the epilogue from "Twelfth 
Night,’’ and when my best 
girl friend was just not quite so little 
nor quite so tiny, it chanced one day 
that the wind didn t Wow awl tho rain 
didn't rain, and so the thing we had 
been planning for weeks happened. 
It 
was a foolish thing and a naughty 
thing. 
But we were very young and 
very foolish too. and. as I look hack on 
it now, it was so ludicrous that the 
folly of it and the naughtiness of it 
are lost in the humor of it. That phase 
of it, however, could not have suggested 
itself at the time to two families who 
for forty-eight hours nearly distracted. 
or to the newspapers that were printing 
big head I ip es about us. 
Yet even the families, after e v e r y th in g 
had simmered down and all was well 
again, realized that during our escapade 
we had had one experience worth treas­ 
uring, because it proved that the rough­ 
est human exterior may hide beneath 
it a gentle and kindly nature. That ex­ 
perience and is sequel are what lead me 
to tell this story. Without them it si rn 
ply would have been an escapade of 
two foolish young girls. 
With them it 
has a touch of something very human, 
and in the end something very un­ 
usual—something it seems to me worth 
the telling. I presume that by this time 
the reader has guessed the nature of the 
escapade to which I have referred, and 
that I may venture to whet curiosity 
by stating that, when we were safely 
back in the folds of our respective fam­ 
ilies, our people advertised fa * and wide, 
but vainly, for a tramp who had acted 
toward us like a knight of old, and 
w’hora. ten years later. I discovered amid 
•trangely different surroundings, trans­ 
formed in appearance and in a wholly 
changed station in life 
I come from “the coast,** and at the 
time when what I am about to relate 
happened, was living with my parents 
in San Francisco. 
I was only eight 
years old—a schoolgirl. 
There was at 
that time in San Francisco an excellent 
French school kept by a Madame Zif ska. 
and it was to her school that I was 
going. 
No member of my family was 
in any way connected with the stage, 
but I seem to have had an inborn lore 
for it. 
San Francisco’s favorite actress 
then was Elbe Wilton. 
She was 
heroine in my eyes, so it wa* quite 
natural that when I discovered that one 
of my classmates w*as Elbe Wilton’s 
niece. I singled her out from am ong all 
the other girls at school for my fa*t 
friend. 
She adored her aunt. I adored 
her aunt; and I think what drew* us so 
strongly to each other was the opportun­ 
ity our friendship gave us to adore her 
aunt together. 
My parents had no special fondness 
for the theatre. 
They enjoyed it in 
about the same manner that the average 
theatregoer does, and they certainly die 
not encourage me to go to it. but rather 
the reverse. 
But Elbe Wilton’s niece 
being my best friend and going more 
or less to see her act, I was allowed to 
go too. To us little girls the orchestra 
stalls were seventh heavens, and the 
stage a realm far beyond this earth. We 
made no allowance for tinsel and foot 
lights. It was real to us and we longer 
to be part of it 
I believe my little 
friend had thrown out a suggestion at 
home that she wanted to "become an 
actress 
like auntie.” and 
had 
been 
promptly “squelched,’* and by no one 
more promptly than said "auntie.** 
I 
never dared breathe a word at home 
about my own burning ambition, but 
I know both my friend and myself 
thought it very *‘queer” that the. hint 
she had thrown out had met with such 
an 
unfavorable 
reception 
from 
her 
people 
However, we were close mouth­ 
ed little conspirators, and however much 
we talked between ourselves about our 
plans, and that was almost constantly, 
we gave no one else an inkling of them. 
Madame Zitska’s school was situated in 
what then was known as the “Western 
addition.*’ It now* is a residence section. 
The house in which the school was held 
in time went the way of most houses 
in city sections that are being “im­ 


proved,** and the big stage that called 
for the children at their homes and 
brought them hack again atter school, 
probably dropped apart long ago. 
In this stage, each with lips close to 
the other’s ear so as to be heard by her 
above the rumbling of the wheels, yet 
remain unheard by the others; in the 
school-room, where we sat at adjoining 
desks; at home or on our walks—in 
fact, wherever we were together—we 
conspired. We thought it was the sim­ 
plest thing in the world to go on the 
stage* that all you did was to tell a 
manager you wanted to go on and on 
you went. 
To our childish minds that 
feared nothing, there was no difficulty 
in the matter at all. 
Of the years of 
training and struggle that an actress 
goes through to achieve success, and 
then only too often to fail, we knew 
nothirg. 
Children are the most de­ 
lightfully unconscious creatures in the 
world, otherwise the thought of what 
we planned never could have entered 
our little heads. 
We wanted to go on 
the stage, and we simply determined to 
do it. 
In planning how, we made up 
our minds that it we tried to make our 
debuts in San Francisco, irate parents 
would in some way get w ind of it and 
swoop down upon us behind the**cenes 
to bear us off to home, spankings and 
bed, even before the curtain went up. 
So we decided to run away and surprise 
our parents bv coming back—famous! 
Could anything have been more deli­ 
ciously naive ? 
We took several weeks to put the 
plan*in operation. We had heard there 
was a theatre in San Jose. a railroad 
trip of ahout an hour and a half from 
San Francisco, and this we concluded 
would be a favorable spot for our “first 
appearance 
on 
any 
Ftage ” 
Nothing 
would have delayed us from starting at 
once—if* we had had the money. 
Not 
having it, we found out the price of 
two fares from San Francisco to San 
Jose, figured out the probable cost of a 
night in a hotel there, and then began 
to hoard our nickels and dimes 
That 
we should allow *for the cost of a re­ 
turn trip never occurred to us. W e ex­ 
pected, after reaching San Jose and 
putting up at a hotel, to visit the man­ 
ager of the theatre, state our obieet, be 
welcomed by him with open a r m s to a 
hospitable stage, begin making money at 
once, and in due time return to San 
Francisco, there, hera’ded bv fame, to 
burst in upon our proud and delighted 
parents 
It was about the most curious 
combination of ambition and innocence 
I ever have heard of. ambition leading 
us to do something that was utterly rep­ 
rehensible. innocence preventing us from 
seeing how' reprehensible it was or real 
izing the terrible experience we were 
preparing for our families. 
A kind 
Providence must have been convinced 
of our innocence to have allowed us. as 
it did, to emerge frpm our escapade 
wholly unharmed, not at all frightened, 
and utterly amazed at the excitement 
which we discovered our disappearance 
had caused 
Our desks w'ere the headquarters of 
our enterprise. There we daily cast up 
our growing hoard of small change 
Moreover, as the small change became 
convertible into dollars, and it was pos­ 
sible to fix the date for our start, wre 
began to smuggle in an extra pair or 
tw’oof stockings and other small articles 
o f apparel we thought w e m iebt neer 
and that easily could be carried, or worn 
over our other things. 
I know thai on 
the fateful day when we walked out o 
the school, I had on three pairs o1 
stockings. When that day came w-e die 
not wait for school to close. for we 
knew that the stage would be there to 
take us home 
So we quietly walker 
away at the luncheon hour. 
Tf we ha 
been longheaded schemers in*trad o1: 
tw'o foolish little girls, we could not 
have planned it better. 
At school they 
thought we had gone home. 
At home 
they supposed us at school, and even 
when the stage did not stop to leav 
us after school, the natural conclusion 
was that we had gone home together 
It was not until the afternoon wore on 
toward evening that it was found out 
that neither was at the other s house 
and frightened inquirers discovered that 
we had left school early. 
To reach the railroad station to take 
the train for San Jose we twro girls prac

that is, mv friend put on my hat and 
coat and I put on hers.

stand the mysterious art of 
candv-making—to manufacture in her 
own 
kitchen, with ordinary cooking 
utensils, acme of the many toothsome 
sweets displayed in the candy store? 
Like the conjurer’s trick, “it is easy 
when you know how it is done.** There 
is really no mystery in the art of candy­ 
making, but confectioners usually keep 
their secrets; therefore, cook-books con­ 
tain only such candy recipes as are in­ 
tended to be used for home production. 
V hen *he*e recipes are followed the re­ 
sult is always home-made looking candy,! 
I candy that anyone ran tell was produced 
^ in an ordinary kitchen by an amateur. 
rn It does not even taste like the product 
y of the "professional 
randy 
kuchen *’ 
But., it is argued, it is pure. wholesome 
candy, both palatable and nutritious. 
So is the hest store candy, and thi* is! 
quite as easy to make as the ordinary 
home-made kind. 
The mere word ‘‘confectioner” con­ 
jures up virion* of massive copper 
kettles and endle* paraphernalia, silent 
white-aproned masters of alchemy and 
tomes of secret recipes, years of patient 
•t-dy and experuncaring, and dollars 


upon dollars of capital. The housewife 
continues to dabble in the home-made 
kind. and only dreams of the confec­ 
tioner’s kind. when, as a matter of fact, 
it is just as easy to successfully produce 
the latter as the former. 
It is only a 
matter of carefully following the same 
recipes the confectioner use*. 
Candy-making by confectioners, h o w ­ 
ever, is a profession, and their recipes, 
like the doctor’s prescription, cannot 
always be read by the layman. 
Before 
they can be lived by the housewife in ait 
ordinary kitchen they must he shorn 
of technical term* and recant in language 
that she will understand 
Tile directions 
herein given are profe**ional recipes al­ 
tered t<> meet the requirements of the 
housewife. 
Ordinary cooking utensils 
only are necessary, and all expenrive 
paraphernalia may he dispensed with. 
The confectioner uses great kettles and 
lafmr saving 
machinery 
because 
he 
manufactures in large quantities not 
because they are essential to the pro 
duction of good candy. 


Fondant and How to Make It 
. I he innumerable cream candies, anc 
in fart almost every variety'of sweets 
displayed in the confectioner'* *hc*p. can 
be traced to a s mple combination of 


wo or more equally simple compounds. 
The foundation of the cream candies is a 
combination of sugar, water and cream 
of tartar, which the confectioners call 
fondant.** This fondant forms the base 
of all the cream candies, and the com- 
jinations that can be made with it are 
surprising. 
The 
ingredients, 
w'hich 
should be mixed in the order given, are 
as follow’s: 
Granulated sugar, four cupfuls. 
Hot 
water, two cupfuls. 
Cream of tartar, 
one level teaspoonful. 
Stir over a slow fire until thoroughly 
dissolved, but do not allow it to boil. 
As 
as it is dissolved, take a damp 
cloth and wipe away any grains that 
appear around the sides of the pan. Then 
put the mixture over a quick fire and 
let it boil until it make* a soft ball when 
tried in cold water. 
Remove from the 
fire and set aside to cook hut do not 
pour it out of the pan in which it was 
cooked. 
It is important that it should 
cor,I evenly, therefore do not try to 
hasten tile cooling by putting the pan in 
cold water. 
As soon as it is cool—not 
cold—stir energetically with a spoon un­ 
til it becomes a thick, creamy mass. 
When too stiff to stir. take it in the 
hands and knead. 
Its lightness depends 
upon the amount of kneading, and there 
is no danger of overdoing it. 
When 
quite light and creamy, put it into an 
earthen dish and cover with a slightly 
dampened cloth 
If the rlofh is kept 
damp the fondant will keep for weeks, 
and it is improved by age. 
It should 
he allowed to stand at least twenty- 
four hours before being used. 
It sometimes happen*, in spite of the 
| greats* rare. that the fondant rome* 
lout grainy alter bcinz stirred. 
Should 


thi* occur, do not he discouraged ; rimplv 
cover it with water and stir until it is 
thoroughly dissolved. 
Then put on the 
fire and cook again. 
TJie grains mu*t 
be wiped from around the sides of the 
pan before it comes to a boil, and care 
should he taken not to jar the pan while 
it is cooking or cooling. 
The. above directions are for white 
fondant, the kind used most by con­ 
fectioners. 
This may be flavored and 
colored in a variety of wavs by follow - 
ing the directions given later. 
There 
is one other kind of fondant which goes 
well in the combinations to be made. 
Thi* is made from : 
Four cupfuls of brown sugar. 
Two 
cupfuls of maple syrup. 
Two cupfuls 
of hot water. 
One level teaspoonful of 
cream of tartar. 
Cook this in the same manner as white 
fondant. 


Coloring the Fondant 


The colors for the white fondant are 
quite simple to make, and can he pro 
duced at home a* cheaply as they can 
he purchased at the confectioner’* Red 
is made in this manner: Boil one ounce 
of cochineal in half a pint of water for 
foe 'minutes, then add one ounce of 
cream of tartar, one half ounce of pow 
dcred alum, and boil ten minutes longer 
While it is still hot add two ounces of 
sugar and bottle for n*e. 
Blue is made 
by rubbing indigo in a little water on a 
plate, and yellow is made w ith gamboge 
in the same manner 
To make green, 
boil the leaves of *pinach for a minute 
in a little water. *train and bottle. 
To 
color the fondant, simply work in the 
desired color, a little at a tune, unti 


the proper shade is obtained. 
Tt is I 
flavored by working in the flavoring ex­ 
tract in the same manner. 


Cream Candies and Nut Combinations 
The simplest candy is chocolate cream. 
a combination of fondant and chocolate. 
After flavoring or coloring the fondant, 
roll into halls and dip into melted choco­ 
late. 
The fondant halls should stand 
an hour or so before being dipped. 
Leave them in the chocolate as short 
a time as possible, and do not allow them 
to collect too much, or the chocolate 
will spread. 
After dipping, lay out on 
paraffin 
paper 
to harden. 
Ordinary 
white writing paper, well greased with 
butter, will serve as well as paraffin 
paper. 
The reader will be surprised to learn 
that about three hundred varieties of 
chocolate creams can be obtained bv a 
simple combination of the two fondants 
given in the foregoing with some melted 
chocolate and a few kinds of nuts. The 
unflavored 
white 
fondant 
dipped 
in 
chocolate gives one variety; the maple 
fondant another, and by using vanilla, 
lemon, pineapple, orange, wintergreen 
and peppermint extracts with the white 
fondant we get rix more kinds. 
F'ach 
of the four colors may he used with each 
of the six flavors, making twenty f 
kinds, and by pressing half an English 
walnut on top of the cream after it ha* 
been 
dipped 
in 
chocolate, 
another 
twenty four varieties are obtained. 
If 
we roll the unflavored fondant around 
the following six nuts, we get six addi 
tional varieties: Walnut, English walnut 
almonds. Brazil nuts, pecans and til 
bcrt*. By combining the six flavors and 
tile macle fondant with he six nuts we

obtain forty-two varieties, and by using 
each of the four colors with each of the 
forty-two kinds of nut cream, one hun­ 
dred and sixty-eight additional varieties 
are obtained, making a total of two hun­ 
dred and ninety-two different kinds of 
chocolate cream candy. 
If shredded 
cocoanut is worked into the unflavored 
fondant and then rolled out and cut into 
small bars we have still another kind of 
candy. 
Nut bars can he made in the 
same manner, and both cocoanut and nut 
bars may be covered with chocolate. 
All the flavors and all the colors can be 
used with the nut meats; thus we have 
many more different kinds of candy. 
This is all there is to the “mysterious 
art of candy making,” and with these 
secret* in her possession the housewife 
is in a position to compete with the con­ 
fectioner. with this advantage in her 
favor—she is able to produce candy that 
not only looks good. hut has the attrac­ 
tion of being home-made.
